No. E-11015/1/99-Hindi.—-The Government of India in 
the Ministry of Commerce have decided to introduce a 
revised scheme for giving awards to authors of original 
books in Hindi on the subjects perlaining to the Ministry 
of Commerce. The main features of the scheme are as 
follows :— 

1 , Name of the Scheme : 

The name of the scheme is “Vanijya Hindi Granth 
Puraskar Yojna”, 

2 Objective : 

The objective of the scheme is to encourage authors to 
write original books In Hindi on the subjects pertaining to 
the Ministry of Commerce. 

3. Scope : 

Only excellent original books written in Hindi on the 
subjects pertaining to the Ministry of Commerce will be 
taken into account for awards under the scheme. 

4. Prizes : 

The Ministry of Commerce, Government of India will 
award the following Cash Prizes one# in two years under 
the scheme : 

1. Rm Prize Rs. 25,000/- 

2. Second Prize Rs. 18,000/- 

3. Third Prfce R*. 12,000/- 

4. Consolation Prize Rs. 6,000 f- 


5. EUgibili' : 

All Hindi wnleis can participate in tlr- sward scheme 
who aie cj izens of India, both published books and manu¬ 
scripts will be accepted provided that [hr,, arc written 
originally and do not infringe upon the copyright of any 

other person. 


6 - Prize Year : 

The scheme will be operation il on biennial basis i.e. the 
prizes will be given once in two Calendar year. The initial 
block year will be 1999-2000. For this, applications will 
be received by 30th July, 1999 for the books written in 1998 
only. But, applications will be received in the first quarter 
of next year for the books written every year in luture i.e. 
applications will be received hy 31st March 2000 for the 
books written in 1999. 

7. Assessment of Books : 

(i) The Ministry of Commerce shall have the sole right 
of selection of tile recipients of the awards and of the for¬ 
mulation of the rules governing such selection. 

(ii) There shall be an Assessment Committee to select 
the best books/manuscripts suitable for the prizes. 

(iiis) The Assessment Committee shall consist of at least 
three members including the Chairman. 

(iv) "pie Secretary, Ministry of Commerce will appoint 
the Chairman and members of the Assessment Committee. 

(v) If any member of the Assessment Committee is con¬ 
sidered for the award, he shall cease to be a member of that 
Assessment Committee and some other member will be ap¬ 
pointed by the Secretary, Ministry of Commerce. 

(vi) The members of the Assessment Committee will hold 
« meeting after studying the books/manuscripts separately 
and will submit their recommendations to the Government 
for awards. 

(vii) If an aawrded book/roanuscript is the work of more 
than one author, the amount of prize will be distributed 
equally amongst the co-authors. 

(viii) If in any block of years requisite number of book*/ 
manuscripts are not found eligible for the award, then the 
number of prizes will be reduced or no prizes will be 
awarded at the discretion of the Ministry of Commerce. 

fix') After acceptance of the recommendations of the 
Assessment Committee, the awards shall be announced. 

(x) The prizes will be awarded in a function specially 
organised or on any other suitable occasion. 

(xi) In good time prior to the presentation of awards, the 
Secretary of the Minis'rv of Commerce shall intimate the 
recipients about the awards. 

(xii) A suitable certificate shall also be given to the 
recipients of the awards. 


8 . Honorarium to evaluators : 

(i) Each evaluator will be granted an honorarium of Rs. 
500/- per book subject to a maximum of Rs. 2000/- only. 

(ii) If the members of the Assessment Committee are 
invited from outside Delhi in connection with the final evalu¬ 
ation of the entries received for award etc., they will be 
granted TA/DA for the duration of the meeting as per 
Government rules.
